roop, the 4th Cavalry. It is a barico 
f 1,500 population and is a fairly good 
lace in dry weather, but it is awful 
n the rainy season. 


I started this letter three weeks ago 
nd laid it away and didn't think of 
Tiling until now. Since I bagan the 
etter we have moved farther south to 
place called Biyalan, in the province 
fBittongas. It is a nice little town. 
le have quarters there and bamboo 
tables. We are quartered in an old 
panish convent. It beats the tents, 
or the water is so deep you have to 
et out of bed in two feet of it. We 
an walk right out of our quarters into 
he church. I came in yesterday after- 
oon from a five-days' march. We were 
bout 80 miles northwest of here after 
nsurgents and lad rones. The ladrones 
re the worst now. A few bolo men 
ut not many insurgents are to be 
ound. 
I have six months more to serve on 
his enlistment; but I am thinking of 
taying on the island, that is, if I 
on't get sick. Out of 30 men we have 
ight in the hospital and one dead. I 
hink that is a good record for our 
roop. The natives are getting fairly 
good. 
They raise rice and a little 


orn. They call rice rj/gcts, and corn 
njyoSe, They do all their work here 
with cariboles, better known to us as 
water buffalo. 
They are the most 


valuable animal on the island. There 
are lots of ponies here, but they use 
hem for riding 
They use bamboo 


or everything, from a house to a 
comb. The only tool they use is a 
iolo and they build houses without a 
nail. The principal artic'es of food 
are rice and fish and mangoes. They 
all smoke cigarettes and a great many 
of them use betel nuts. They look 
something like a, walnut in the states. 
The teeth of those who use them are 
as red as blood.

WASHINGTON, November 12 —Presi- 


lent Roosevelt is receiving some very 
andid advice these days. Immediate- 
y they got the election off their hands, 
Senator Hanna, .General Grosvenor, 


Hon. 
Sarano E Payne, Governor Stone 


d many others came to Washington 


to lay down the law in regard to rec- 
procity and tariff legislation. All 
f these gentlemen are frank to say 
hat they are absolutely opposed to all 


tariff revision. They believe, or claim 
bo believe, that the few Republican 
ains in the election just past indicate 
hat the people are entirely satisfied 
with things as they are and that they 
esire the .Republican party to make 
o changes 
Even Cieneral Grosvenor 


makes this specious argument, com- 
letely ignoring the fact that the 
hio pjatf rom positively promised legis- 
ation which would relieve tbe people of 
he present oppression of the trusts 
nd that the entire campaign that led 
o the election of Governor Nash was 
ased on promises of similar legis- 
,tion. 
As was to ba expected, the Republic- 
ns are all crying fraud with regard 
o the Maryland election, undoubtedly 
actuated more from thjir dread of the 
eturn of Arthur P. Gorman to the 
enate than from any disappointment 
hat the state did not give their party 
majority. As a matter of fact, there 
'ere some errors that crept into the 
allots of a few districts, but the sen- 
ment of the state is far too pronounc- 
d to permit of any doubt as to the 
eal wishes of the people. 
President Roosevelt cast a bomb into 
he Republican ranks last week when 
e named Robert G. Houston for the 
ollectorship of the port of Wilming- 
on. 
This is the most lucrative ap- 


o'intment in the state of Delaware 
nd its control was practically essen- 
ial to the supremacy of J. Edward Ad- 
icks, "Gas Addicks," as he is cominon- 
y known. Addicks has exerted snffi- 
ient influence in tbe Delaware legisla- 
ure to prevent the selection of a Unit- 
d States senator and has made strenu- 
us efforts to break into the senate 
dmself. It is said that his campaign 
las cost him not less than a million 
ollars. 
Senator Hanna has always 


upported his ambitions and during 
Mr. MeKinley's incumbency the admin- 
stration at least refrained from tak- 
ng any part iu the state fight. As a 
eault, Dr. William H. Cooper, a hold- 
ver Democrat, has held the collector- 
tiip until the present time. A very 
ursory examination of Mr. Addicks' 
methods sufficed to decide the presi- 
ent, and, notwithstanding Banna's 
leading for his millionaire 
friend, 


with whom he could doubtless sympa- 
huj, be appointed Mr. Houston, on 
he recommendation of Representative 
3all, the only representative Delaware 
o\v has in congress. It is believed 
bat the president's action will result 
n the disintegration of the Addicks 
action and that Delaware will here- 
fterhave its normal representation in 
ongress. 
Commissioner of Pensions Epans has 


ssued his annual report and although 
t is a well and carefully prepared 
aper it contains some incontroverti- 
le facts as to the injustice that is 
King done to the people of the United 
tates by the present pension laws. 
)ommissioner Evans very fearlessly 
enounces the pension attorneys, of 
whom the number is twenty thousand, 
notwithstanding the fact that only the 
uccession of Mr. Roosevelt saved from 
hem his official scalp. He points out 
hat the present law encourages "an 
army of attorneys, solicitors and drum- 


>ers, practically licensed by tjie gov- 
rnment, with the promise of $25 for 
ach claim allowed." And he goes on 
o say that "No blame or criticism 
hould be attached to the soldiers who 
are importuned and persuaded that it 
s their duty to file claims whether dis- 
abled or not." Although the civil war 
asted four years and the casualties 
were frightful and the Spanish war 
asted four months and the casualties 
were comparatively few, three years 
fter the Spanish war twenty per cent, 
of the soldiers engaged have filed 
claims for pensions, while, in 1873, 
seven years after the close of the civil 


war, 
only six per cent, of the soldiers 


engaged in that war had done so. 


The death of. the famous Earl Li 


Hung Chang is a matter of sincere 
regret in Washington for, though he 
»as regarded as a very wily politician, 
t was recognized that lie represented 
the more progressive faction in China 
and it was believed that his influence 
could always be counted on to protect 
treaties and those foreigners who hap- 
pened to be within the limits of the 
empire. The latest news in regard to 
his death is that his demise was imme- 
diately precipitated by a terrible rage 
into which he new while in consulta- 
tion with M. Paul Lessar, the Russian 
minibter to China. Mr. Rockhill, who 
was special commissioner to China 
for the United States, gives it as his 
opinion that Yuan-Shi-Kai, who.has 
been selected to succeed Earl Li, is 
the best man that could have been 
chosen for the position. 


The Schley court of inquiry held its

The Egyptians made the lives of the 


children of Israel bitter with hard 
bondage. 
Amram, of the house of 


Lsvi, took to wife Joehebed, of the 
house of Levi, and she bore him a son; 
and when she saw that he was a good- 
ly child, she hid him three months, for 
Pharaoh had commanded that every 
man child of Israel should be put to 
death. 


And when she could no longer hide 


him she took for him a box of bul- 
rushes and daubed it with slime and 
with pitch and she put the child there- 
in and laid, it amidst the flags by the 
bank of the river. And Miriam, his 
sister, placed herself afar off, to ascer- 
tain what would be done to him. And 
the daughter of Pharaoh came down 
to wash herself at the river and when 
she saw the box among the flags she 
sent her maid and fetched it. 


She opened it and saw the child, and 


behold, it was a weeping boy; and she 
had compassion on him and said,

When Moses was grown up he went 


out unto his brethren and looked on 
their burdensome labors; and he saw 
an Egyptian man smiting a Hebrew 
man, one of his brethren. When he 
saw that there was no one by he smote 
the Egyptian and hid him in the sand 


When he went out the second day 


two Hebrew men were striving togeth- 
er; and he said unto him that was 
in the wrong, "Wherefore smitest thou 
thy fellow?" And he said, "Who made 
thee a chief and a judge over us? In 
tendest thou to kill me as thou hast 
killed the Egyptian?" And Moses fear- 
ed, and said, " "Surely the thing is 
become known." 


When Pharaoh heard this thing he 


sought to slay Moses; but he fled from 


Grant, on his return from bis famous 
tour of the world in 1877, spoke cf hav- 
ing met "Bismarck, Beaconsfield, Gam- 
betta and Li Hung Chang," and added: 


"I am not sure that the last named if 


not the greatest of the four." 


Li Hung Chang was born a poor far- 


mer's son and began his political life 
as an humble student and his military 
career as a soldier of fortune. 
Thr 


year of his birth in the Yang-tse Val- 
ley, near the former capital of Nankin, 
was 1822, the same as that of Genera1 


Grant, a coincidence to which he W»E 
very fond of alluding. 


His ambition led him to compete in 


the three literary examinations which 
are the means in China, a country 
without a hereditary nobility, of ob- 
taining a picked class for official pre- 
ferment. At the age of 30 he passed 
the highest degree in the final exami- 
nation, an honor somewhat similar to 
that of becoming a senior wrangler in 
an English university. 


He obtained a minor official appoint- 


ment and devoted himself to the study 
of letters, in which he always excelled 
His diplomatic correspondence and his 
memorial to the throne, the only form 
of literary production for which in 
later years he found time, were always 
considered models of style. 


When the Tai-ping rebellion broke 


out in 1859 Li Hung Chang raised a 
force of militia, which, though small 
and ill-equipped and led by a young 
student with no military 
training 


whatever, succeeded in checking the 
rebels' advance on Peking and saving 
the imperial city. His consequent ap- 
pointment as military governor of the 
province of Kiang-lu, which includes 
the city of Shanghai, proved the turn- 
ing point of his career. 


Here he was brought in contact 


with Europeans, whom his sagacity 
showed him to be his superiors in mili- 
tary knowledge. He quickly enlisted 
a legion of foreign soldiers, which, 
on account of its brilliant successes, 
was 
styled 
"The 
Ever-Victorious 


Army," and obtained the assistance in 
command first of an American sailor 
named Ward, then of "Chinese" Gor- 
don. 


His association with Gordon was one 


of the most interesting episodes in Li's 
romantic career. Together, with Gor- 
don in the lead, however, they brought

the rebellion to an end in eighteen 
months with thirty-three battles, of 
which the last was the famous siege of 
Soo-chow, where Li Hung Chang dealt 
his own reputation a blow from which 
it never recovered. After a desperate 
stand the rebel Wangs surrendered, 
under Gordon's promise that their lives 
should be spared. While the English- 
man was busied with other details Li 
Hung Chang seized the captives and 
put them ruthlessly to death, alleging 
that their conduct did not exhibit the 
proper spirit of submission. 


Though Li was severely criticised at 


the time for his apparent treachery, 
he has had defenders who quoted Gen- 
eral Sherman and who believed with 
the Chinaman that had he not destroyed 
the Wangs he could not have destroyed 
the rebellion. At all events .Gordon and 
he were finally reconciled, and one of 
Li's earliest acts on visiting England 
in 1S96 was to lay a wreath on Gordon's 
cenotaph. 


After the fall of Soo-chow Li Hung 


Chang removed to Nankin, where he 
became governor general. 
He was 


made a noble of the third class and re- 
ceived the Drier of the Two-Eyed Pea- 
cock Feather. In 1866 he was sent to 
the north to crush the rebels of Nien-fi, 
which he did with despatch. 
There- 


after he was make governor general of 
the two provinces of Hnpeh and Honan. 
Again, in 1870, he wassent to the north 
and west to deal with the Tungans, 
or Mahometans, of Kansu and Shansi. 
Before he met the enemy he was re- 
called to become governor general, or 
viceroy, of Pechili, bat so great was 
the terror of his name that the rebels 
flad before the coming of his army, 
without striking a blow. 


In 1870 Li Hung Chang was sent to 


Tientsin by the government to bring 
about peace after the Vloody massacre 
of French nuns and foreign consuls, 
and was endowed with plenipotentiary 
powers to arrange a satisfactory settle- 
ment with the powers. 
He showed 


such diplomatic genius in this negotia- 
tion that the imperial government 
showered upon him new and almost 
unprecedented honors. 


In addition to his military and dip- 


lomatic achievements Li Hung Chang 
brought about almost unheard-of im- 
provements in tha internal condition 
of the country. 


When General Grant visited China on 


"What shall I do ?" he asked one day 


of Gordon, who was his guast. 


"You have 50,000 men at your com- 


mand," said Gordon. 
"Take them, 


march to Peking, expel this wretched 
Tartar dynasty and put yourself at 
the head of a new Chic a 
I will help 


you to doit." 


It was a great temptation, for the 


plan was entirely feasible. Li's men 
were European drilled and armed 
But either loyalty or conservatism 
made 
him reject the magnificent 


schema and devote himself to strength- 
ening the existing throne. 


When the Chino-Japanese war was 


concluded Li Hung Chang, who had 
endeavored to ward it off, was first de- 
graded and deprived of his yellow 
jacket, then sent to arrange a peace 
with Marquis Ito. Here, too, he scored 
diplomatic laurels. In 1896, after rep 
resenting his country in Russia at the 
czar's coronation, he made a tour of 
Europe and the United States, wherf 
he established a record for aekinp 
questions. His reception everywhere 
was royal. 


The exact attitude assumed by Li 


toward tie Boxers in their anti- 
foreign outrages of the past year was 
something which a number of news- 
paper interviewers eagerly tried to 
ascertain with but indifferent success, 
for the clever old diplomatist dismissed 
them all with glittering generalities 
and assurances of regret over the ex- 
isting situation, which last statements 
were doubtless sincere. 


In person Li Hung Cbang was prince- 


ly and imposing, towering in his six 
feet of height far above his average 
undersized fellow-countryman. 
His 


eyes were unusually full and intelli- 
gent,round rather than almond-shaped, 
and he shook hands in the foreign 
fashion. 
He was also chivalrous in his 


way, 
sometimes sending his steam 


yacht fifty miles to do a service to the 
legation ladies before the disturbances 
of last summer. 


One of the late viceroy's peculiari- 


ties was a violent temper. Another 
idiosyncrasy was his willingness to 
acquire information by fair means or 
foul. He would innocently read tele- 
grams passing to Peking through 
Tientsin, and if at all vague would 
send inquiry to the receiver as to their 
meaning. 


Once a foreign minister heard of the 


death of a member of his family 
through a message of condolence from 
the viceroy, which arrived before the 
despatch containing the news. 


Li leaves a large fortune of $50,000,- 


000 or thereabouts, whose sources have 
been much discussed, but on which he 
always drew generously for charity. 
Before his wife's final illness she was 
cured of a baffling disease by two 
American medical missionaries. As a 
thank offering Earl and Countess Li 
erected in Tientsin a fine dispensary 
and two hospitals.

Pension Uoll Steadily Growing. 


The annual report of Commissioner 


of Pensions Evans ia an interesting doc- 
ument and shows that there is now a 
larger B umber of pensioners on the 
rolls than at any previous period, and 
that the number of names added dur- 
ing the year covered by the report U 
larger than for any previous year. 
There were on the rolls on July 1,1901, 
907,735 names, a net increase over the 
preceding jear of 4,306. 
There were 


added to the rolls during the year the 
names of 44,235 new pensioners, and 
the number renewed and restored was 
3,567. 
The number dropped was 43,- 


486, of which 38,153 were deaths. On 
account of the war with Spain, 5,604 
names were added to the rolls. The 
amount disbursed was 8131,568,216. 


The largest number of pensioners in 


any state ar« found in Pennsylvania, 
the aggregate being 104,345, and the 
amount disbursed 'last year to these 
was (13,378,371. Ohio comes next to 
Pennsylvania in the number of pen- 
sioners within her borders, the aggre- 
gate being 104,301, and the amount dis- 
bursed $15,211,187. Thus, with forty- 
four less in number, Ohio draws nearly 
$3,000,000 more money than Pennsyl- 
vania. In Delaware there are 2,743 
pensioners, who drew 9384,521 and in 
flew Jersey 20.159, who were paid 82,- 
402,039. In New York the number is 
88,794, and tbe amount paid 311,931,- 
377. 
United States pensioners are 


found in almcst every country in the 
world, the number to whom checks are 
regularly sent in foreign countries 
being 4,547, and the amount disbursed 
last year to these people ?64,162.

The resurvey of Muon and Dixon's 


line between Maryland and Pennsylva- 
nia is being followed by restoring tbe 
ancient landmark*. One of the gangs 
of workmen employed by the govern- 
ment to reset tbe atones hat reached 
the state line, a few miles north of 
Williamsport, Md., and is engaged in 
resetting the atones, which «r<j about 
one mile apart. There are three men 
in the gang and it takes them about a 
da; to reset a stone. Cement is used 
for the base and the work ia being doce 
thoroughly, in order that the stonei 
cannot easily be overturned.

"After a miner had handled dynamite 


for eight or ten years without a serious 
mishap it is f good idpa to put him to 
doing something else about the works," 
said a gentleman of this city who has 
had a great deal of experience with high 
explosives. "The chances are a hundred 
to one that his long immunity from ac- 
cident has given him such a contempt 
for danger that he is an unconscious 
menace to everybody on the premises. 
He will do things that not only imperil 
his own life, but the lives of all his 
comrades. 
To give you an illustra- 


tion. once I had an old Cornishman at 
work at a mine in which I was inter- 
ested and had Intrusted him with a 
general supervision of all the blasting. 
He had been handling dynamite for 
twenty years or more and was justly 
regarded as an expert. 
During that 


entire period be had never had an nccl- j 
dent worth speaking of, and by de- , 
grei'S the en re and vigilance that were 
responsible for bis excellent record had 
worn away until he was beginning to 
entertain the delusion, common to old 
hands, that the danger of the stuff was 
very much exaggerated. 


"One day 1 was passing through a 


cut where some blasting had been go- 
ing on and noticed the old Cornishman 
hammering a drill into what seemed to 
be a boring in the rock. 
I asked him 


what lie was doing, and he told me 
coolly there was a cart-ridge In the hole 
that had failed to explode and he was 
•just knockin' out the tan. pin' to re- 
prime it.' 1 was horrified, for at every 
blow he was liable to explode the dyna- 
mite. and I ordered him sternly to stop 
and never repeat such a performance. 
The proper method would have been to 
have drilled a new hole near by and 
exploded the first charge with a second 
blast. He obeyed sullenly, grumbling 
to himself, and less than a month after- 
ward was blown up while doing exact- 
ly the same thing. He lost his left arm 
at the shoulder, his left eye and part of 
his left ear. 
He also lost his contempt 


for dynamite, nnfl when he finally 
emerged from the hospital I gave him 
back his former job. 
I never had a 


more scrupulously careful employee 
than he was f'-oni that time on. 
It 


seems a brutal thing to say, but there 
is nothing that does an old dynamite 
hand as much good as to get blown up 
once or twice."— New Orleans Times- 
Democrat.

Focus the rays 
of the sun in a lens—that is, hold a 
magnifying glass so that the rays pass 
through it before they fall on the glass 
vessel. Then revolve in the light, be- 
tween the lens and the vessel, a disk 
with an opening or slit in it so that tbe 
light is alternately falling on the ves- 
sel and being shut out. Now listen, and 
yon will hear a noise when the light 
passes through tlie slit, but there will 
be silence when it is shut out. 
You 


must place your car close to the glass 
holding the silk or other substance. 


Another experiment is to nse a prism 


Instead of an ordinary lens. This makes 


rainbow, and as the rays pass 


through the slit it Is possible to tell 
that some parts of the solar spectrum— 
as it is called—pi oduce a sound as they 
fall on the glass vessel, while other 
parts have no effect.

Lowest Corn .Record Ever Made-Buck- 


wheat yield Aboire the Ai erage. 


The following crop report was issued 


Monday afternoon by the department 
of agriculture: "The preliminary es- 
timates of the average yield per acre 
ol corn, as published in the monthly 
report of the statistician of the depart- 
ment of agriculture, is 16.4 bushels, as 
compared with an average yield of 25 3 
luahels per acre in 1900 and 1899, and 
_ 10-year average of 24 4 bushels 
The 


present indicated yield per acre is the 
lowest general average ever recorded 
for this crop, being 2 2 bushels per 
acre below the yield in 18S1, which has 
stood for 20 years as the lowest corn 
record. The indicated yield in bushels 
per acre in the seven principal states 
is as follows: Ohio, 26 1; Indiana, 19 8; 
Illinois, 21.4; Iowa, 25; Missouri, 10 1; 
Kansas, 7 8, and Nebraska. 14 1 


Of the 23 states having 1,000,000 acres 


or upward in corn, all but Pennsylva- 
nia, Virginia and Michigan report an 
average yield per acre below their re- 
spective 10-year averages. The general 
average as to quality is 73 7 per cent., 
us compared with 85.5 per cent, in N'- 
tember lost and S7.2 per cent, in No- 
vember, 1S99. It is estimated that 4 5 
per cent, of the corn crop of 1900 was 
still in the hands of farmers on Novem- 
ber 1, 1901, as compared with 4 4 per 
cent, of the crop of 1899 in farmers' 
hands on November 1, 1900, and 5 9 
per cent, of that of 1898 in hand No- 
vember 1, 1899 


The preliminary estimates of the 


average yield per acre of buckwheat is 
15 9 bushels, against an average yield 
per acre of 15 bushels in 1900, 1C bush- 
els in 1899, and a 10-year average of 
16 9 bushels. Of the sis states having 
10,000 acres or upward under this pro 
duet, including New York and Penn- 
sylvania, which together contain over 
three-fourths of the entire buckwheat 
average of the country, four report a 
yield per acre in excess of their re- 
spective 10-year averages. 
The gen- 


eral average as to quality is 93.3 per 
cent., against 9002 per cent, in ND- 
vember last, and 36.4 per cent, in No- 
vember, 1S99 


The preliminary estimates of the 


yield per acre of potatoes is 59 9 bushels, 
against an average yield per acre of 
80.S bushels in 1900 and S3 b bushels in 
1809, 
and a 10-year average of 78 7 


bushels. The present indicated yield 
per acre is the lowest since 1890. The 
average as to quality is 78.4 per cent, 
as compared with 88.1 in November 
last, and 91 4 in November, 1899. 


The preliminary estimates of the 


average yield per acre of hay is 1 32 
tons, against an average yield of 1.28 
tons in 1900, 1.35 tons in 1899, and a 
10-year average of 1.28 tons. The aver- 
age as to quality is 91.3 per cent, 
against 39.7 per cent. inNovemberlast, 
and 93 8 per cent, in November, 1S99. 


The apple crop is considerably below 


the 10-year average, the pear and grape 
crops are slightly below and the sweet 
potato crop is slightly above.

Governor Stone's Proclamation. 


Governor Stone lias issued the follow- 


ing Thanksgiving proclamation: 


In conformity with a custom long pre- 
vailing and following the proclamation of 
the president of the United States, who has 
set apart a day of praise and thanksgiving 
to Almighty God for the manifold Moorings 
with which the past year has been crown- 
od, I, William A. Stone, governor of the 
commonwealth of Pennsylvania, do hereby 
name Thursday, November 2S, as a day of 
thanksgiving and prayer. 
The first Thanksgiving of the new centu- 
ry brings with it abundant reasons for 
gratitude to the Giver of all good, notwith- 
standing the fact the nation rests under a 
dark cloud of bereavement. We deplore 
the death of that great and good man, Will- 
iam McKinley. His cruel assassination has 
shocked the people of this country. It is 
earnestly hoped that wise laws will be 
passed that will prevent similar calamities 
While we mourn the loss, which has fallen 


upon us, we have countless reasons for ren- 
dering sincere thanks.
